GAS. 


Oakland to Hare This Necessity for 


Half of Present Prices. 


The people of Oakland are soon to 


have another enterprise which may cre- 
ate a revolution here similar to that 
caused by the Oakland Water Company 
which reduced the price of water to the 
consumers of the city over one-half. 
The new enterprise will be an opposi- 
tion gas company. The gas Is made by 
a new process and can be sold to profit 
at the rate of a dollar for each thousand 
cubic feet of ga». The Inventor Is Mr. 
Henry C. Rue of Chicago and his pro- 
cess is now working satisfactory In 
Kansas City and many other enterpris- 
ing places. The gas Is made from wa- 
ter and has an Illuminating capacity 
of three times what coal gas gives. The 
heating capacity Is still greater and 
as wonderful Improvements have been 
made of late In gax stoves the people 
may expect relief from high prices for 
coal. Mr. Rue was In this city a few 
irceks ago and in company with some 
men of means went thoroughly over the 
ground and concluded that Oakland 
was a desirable Held. The new com- 
pany is to be capitalized on a sum 
much smaller than any of Bhe old com- 
panies doing business of any magnitude 
on this coast and nothing will have to 
be paid on a dead capitalization or In- 
terest bearing bonds. 
Within a few 
weeks 'the plan will be thoroughly out- 
lined and as the promoters of the new 
enterprise possess iboth the money and 
the push to 'consummate tbelr ideas an- 
other cheaper commodity for. Oakland 
householders seems not far off.

The 
heating capacity is still greater and 
as wonderful improvements have be*-n 
made of late in gas stoves the people 
may expect relief from high prices for 
coal.
